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Claim Objections 

1. Claim 1 is objected to because of the following informalities: At line 14, "responsive the 
said" should be - responsive to said — . Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

3. Claims 1, 2, 14-19, 28-34 and 36-42 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Schlosser et al. (Pub. No. 2003/0097881) (hereinafter Schlosser). 

The applied reference has a common inventorship with the instant application. Based 
upon the earlier effective U.S. filing date of the reference, it constitutes prior art under 35 U.S.C. 
102(e). This rejection under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) might be overcome either by a showing under 37 
CFR 1.132 that any invention disclosed but not claimed in the reference was derived from the 
inventor of this application and is thus not the invention "by another," or by an appropriate 
showing under 37 CFR 1.131. 

Schlosser teaches all the features of the instant invention including a magnetic material 
embodying at least a part of the flow tube (col. 3, lines 55-58). Schlosser teaches the use of two 
driver coils (Fig. 15). As to the driver coil vibrating the flow tube in a pull-only mode would be 
an inherent characteristic when a magnetic material is applied to the flow tube and a driver coil is 
provided next to the magnetic material. When an electric current is applied to the coil the 
magnetic field would attract the magnetic material in the pull mode towards the coil. The flow 
tube means comprises a first flow tube and a second flow tube parallel to the first flow tube and a 
driver coil positioned intermediate the two tubes (Fig. 1 1). 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

5. Claims 3-13 and 20-27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Schlosser. Schlosser teaches all the features of the instant invention except for explicitly teaching 
the variations of the application of the magnetic material on the flow tube or the amount of flow 
rate of the material passing through the flow tube and the internal diameter of the flow tube or 
the flow tube formed of hard magnetic material having internal North/South magnetic fields. As 
to the application of variations of the application of the magnetic material, it would be obvious to 
a skilled individual to apply the magnetic material in proximity to the driver coil since such 
provision would reduce weight on the flow tube and moreover applying the magnetic material on 
the entire flow tube would be a waste as such would not be necessary. As to providing the size 
and the rate it would be within the scope of a skilled individual since such would be within the 
choice of the individual using the apparatus as to what rate it needs the flow rate to be measured. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claim 35 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims. 

7. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
The prior arts made available do not teach or fairly suggest, alone or in combination, a flow tube 
formed of a hard magnetic material having internal North/South magnetic fields.
